nil. It is hoped that this will render it possible to keep

• rnd, also, to maintain the schools for singing and dancing. 
| Vienna.— An unusual kind of musical outer tainment 
attracted the pick of Yienncso society, on tho 10th met., 
. to the large Redoutonsaal. The band of the Infantry 
j Rogimcnt "Duke of Wurtemburg" was about to set out 
i for Paris, under the direction of their bandmaster, Herr 
i Ziinmormann, to take part in the musioal conte t in which 
j the military bands from a numb r of European States 
were to engage on the 2 :>th inet. The bund played the 
: piece selected for them by tho Festival Committee in 
Paris, namely, tho overture to Oberot;, with such an 
' amount of ilro and dolicacy that loud applause bur>t 
' forth on all sides at the conclusion of their perf rtnance. 
Thoy afterwards' added the following pieces seleoted by 
Heri*Zimmermann: the overture to ./» llcvmr. Tell; Moy- 
.erbeer's "Fackeltanz;" the overture to Per Freischutz; 
tho "Radotzky March," by Johann Strauss; and tho Aus- 
triuu National Anthem. — Madame Pauli-Markovice, from 
Pesth, has appeared with marked success at the Imporial 
j Opera-house, as Isabella in Robert le Diablr, and the hero- 
ine in Dinnrah. It is understood that she will occupy tho 
I position foimerly hold by Mdlle. lima de Murska— Tl e 
Baron von Munch-Bellinghausen, better known under 
the pseudonym of Friedrioh Halm, author of the popular 
plays, Griseldis and Der Sohn der Wildniss (fngomar), has 
been appointed Intendant General of the two Imperial 
thoatreB. His nomination has given general satisfaction. 

Em*.— Ononbaoh's new operetta, La Permission de dix 
Heures, has been brought out with the same, decided suc- 
cess as his termor operas, Let Bavards, Coscoletto, Le So'. 
dit magician, Ifanni weint, and Lieschen und Fritzchen, 
also first produced here. The music of La Permission 
de. dix Hearts is written throughout in the Opora- 
Comique style, and is free from tho slightest approa >h 
to triviality. Offenbach himself superintended the last 
rehearsal, and conducted the first performance. He 
was greeted with loud applause on taking his seat 
in the orchestra. The King of Prussia was present, 
and had retained twenty fauteil* for himself and guests. 
—There is every prospect that the musioal season 
will bo exceedingly brilliant. The first of tha series of 
Curhaus Concerts hes gone off with eclat. The artists en- 
gaged were Madame Lapomoraye, vooalist ; Herr Reuoh- 
sol, violoncellist ; Herr Herfurth, violinist j and Herr 
Woigand, pianist. M. Sivori, Miss Laura Harris, Herr 
and Madame Jaoll, and Giovanni di Dio were advertised 
to appear at the next conce t. Herr Wiehiawski ; his 
brother, the pianist ; Miss Harris ; and Herr Wachtel, 
were announ.ed for the 17th, and, after them, Godefroy, 
Mdlle. Schroeder,. Madame Escudier, and M. Vivier. 
Among tho or.ists expected are Mdlle. Nilsson, Madame 
Vandenheuval-Duprez, De Boriot, Arban, the Brothers 
Lionnet, and the ever-welcome Livassor. . • ■
